unemployment in Pennsylvania, Fuller 
asserted

night: 
"Pennsylvania had an 
increase

approxim ately .',00.000 gainful workers 
for very decade, from 1870 to IMO. In 
those years when our state was m ak­ 
ing great strides, with constantly in­ 
creasing jobs for the workers, 
this 
was not such a high priced exclusive 
club. T hat is when industry was be­ 
ing invited and encouraged to come 
to 
Pennsylvania. 
But 
for the last 
three 
years, the Commonwealth has 
placed the whole increased burden of 
taxation upon business. The natural 
result of these unfair taxes, are fewer 
jobs and less security for those who 
still have jobs.”

He went to the grocery stores in town, where 
many people came every day, and asked the grocers 
to put a few of his bottles on their counters. Then 
he put an advertisement in newspapers read by 
thousands.of people. The advertisement said: 


“Enjoy the refreshing taste of AD’s P u re T o m a to 
J uic e, pressed from big, red, vine-ripened tom a­ 
to es. Good to drink and good for you. At your 
favorite grocery store.” 


Because so many people read about it 'enough peo­ 
ple asked for it to exhaust the supply quickly. ^ n d 
remembering A D ’s name on the label they cam e1 
back and asked for it again. So AD bought tonia-^* 
toes from his neighbors and made more tom ato * 
juice to supply the demand.

“ The entire industry now sells m ore than twenty 


million dollars worth of tomato juice a year and the 


public enjoys its healthful benefits —at the lowest price 


at which it ever has been sold. Yes, tomato juice was a 


great idea, but that idea would have benefited very few
